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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


My  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  of  necessity 
brief,  since  I  have  served  in  this  capacity  for  but  three  months. 
The  location  of  children  in  the  Town  of  Sanbornton  is  such 
that  the  pupils  in  the  three  schools  at  the  Bay,  Gaza  and 
Square  give  good  working  groups  at  every  grade  level.  There 
is  little  doubt,  however,  that  a  centraHzed  school  would  op- 
erate more  economically  and  with  a  higher  degree  of  educa- 
tional efficiency.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  increased  cost  of 
transportation  would  be  such  as  to  make  such  a  plan  undesir- 
able. 

Because  no  teacher  was  available,  it  was  necessary  that 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  attendance  at  the  Square 
School  be  sent  to  Laconia  and  Tilton  after  the  Christmas  holi- 
day. This  arrangement  has  worked  out  quite  satisfactorily 
though  it  has  increased  the  time  that  pupils  are  away  from 
home  by  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  per  day. 

It  is  a  privilege  and  pleasure  to  serve  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  in  the  Town  of  Sanbornton.
